1997  TUFTS  UNIVERSITY  FALL  SPORTS  REVIEW 

As  usual,  most  of  Tufts  University’s  fall  sports  teams  were  among  the  best 
in  New  England  for  1997.  Those  that  weren’t  made  major  strides  as  they 
turned  the  corner  in  their  rebuilding  efforts.  The  combination  of  continued 
success  and  future  promise  made  autumn  athletics  as  colorful  as  the  land¬ 
scape  on  the  hill. 

The  following  is  an  alphabetical  recap  of  the  1997  fall  season.  As  always, 
space  prevents  Tufts  Sports  from  mentioning  all  of  the  deserving  student- 
athletes  . . . 

•  The  men’s  and  women’s  CREW  programs  had  a  higher  number  of  partici¬ 
pants  than  any  previous  fall  with  121  student-athletes  regularly  making  the 
trek  to  the  Charles  River  for  practice.  As  a  result,  head  coach  Gary  Caldwell’s 
program  should  be  able  to  race  nine  to  ten  eights  in  the  spring,  the  tradi¬ 
tional  rowing  season. 

The  Varsity  Women’s  program  reclaimed  its  reputation  as  one  of  the  top 
six  programs  in  New  England  this  fall  as  three  boats  raced  to  a  combined  rec¬ 
ord  of  83-26.  The  First  Varsity,  led  by  senior  captain  Elisabeth  Wadsworth 
of  Lebanon,  N.H.,  posted  a  36-10  mark  and  medaled  at  the  MIT/Tufts  Invita- 


tional.  The  Women’s  Lightweights,  captained  by  Sara-Mai  Conway 
pf  Chestnut  Hill,  won  the  Lowell  Textile  Regatta  and  had  a  19-4 
mark. 

The  men’s  program  enjoyed  a  resurgence  after  a  difficult  spring

)  Race  overshadowed  the  disappointment  of  the  team’s  failure  to 
lily  for  Nationals.  He  was  sixth  overall  with  a  25:30  time,  the  best 
sh  ever  by  a  Tufts  runner  at  the  NCAA  race  and  just  24  seconds 
ind  National  Champion  Brett  Altergott  of  Wisconsin-LaCrosse.  A 
week  earlier  at  the  NCAA  New  England  Championship  Race,  the 
team  finished  fourth  and  missed  qualifying  as  a  group  for  the  second 


straight  year  by  just  three  points. 

Head  coach  Connie  Putnam’s  team  was  nationally  ranked  all  sea¬ 
son  and  won  the  Amherst  Invitational  and  the  Codfish  Bowl  early  in 
the  fall.  Junior  Jason  Burke  of  Waltham  and  sophomore  Matt  Ly¬ 
ons  of  Wakefield  joined  Hemingway  among  the  Top  25  at  the  New 
England  Championship.  Senior  Rich  Hemingway  of  Dixfield,  Me., 
and  freshman  David  Patterson  of  Shutesbury  were  also  regular 
scorers  for  the  Jumbos. 

•  Head  coach  Branwen  Smith-King’s  WOMEN’S  CROSS  COUN¬ 
TRY  team  featured  some  of  the  top  young  talent  in  the  region.  The 
best  of  the  bunch  is  sophomore  Cindy  Manning  of  Valparaiso,  Ind., 
who  placed  49th  in  her  first  NCAA  Division  III  Championship  Race 
with  a  19:28  time.  She  was  also  fourth  at  the  NCAA  New  England  Re¬ 
gion  Race  and  fifth  at  the  New  England  Small  College  Athletic  Con¬ 
ference  (NESCAC)  Championship. 

Manning  should  have  some  help  as  the  Jumbos  find  their  way 
back  into  the  pack  of  top  teams  in  the  region.

Class¬ 
mate  Tiffany  Davis  of  Ann  Arbor,  Mi.,  battled  injuries  this  season  and  came 
back  to  place  54th  out  of  252  runners  at  the  ECAC  Division  III  Championship 
Race.  Freshmen  Leslie  Crofton  of  Somerset  and  Jennifer  Johnson  of  Tulsa, 
Ok.,  showed  promise. 

•  Despite  graduating  a  group  of  seniors  who  led  the  team  to  the  ECAC  New 
England  Championship  in  1996,  the  FIELD  HOCKEY  team  was  in  contention 
for  an  NCAA  Tournament  berth  right  up  until  the  selections  were  announced. 
Bowdoin,  whom  Tufts  defeated  1-0  in  October,  was  selected  out  of  the  New 
England  North  Region,  leaving  head  coach  Carol  Rappoli’s  Jumbos  with  a 
chance  to  defend  their  ECAC  title.  They  bowed  out  in  the  semifinals  against 
Middlebury  2-0,  finishing  the  year  with  a  9-6  record. 

Senior  co-captains  Jessica  MacLellan  of  Easton,  Conn.,  and  Kate 
Mathey  of  North  Wales,  Penn.,  had  All-American  seasons.  MacLellan,  a 
walk-on  who  wasn’t  sure  whether  she  wanted  to  play  tennis  or  field  hockey 
when  she  came  to  Tufts  was  the  team’s  engine.  She  was  named  All-NESCAC 
Second  Team  and  a  Third  Team  All-American.  Mathey,  who  graduates  this 
may  tied  for  second  on  the  team’s  career  goals  list  with  27,  was  Second  Team 
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-NESCAC  and  a  Second  Team  All-American.  Sophomore  Meredith 
Roux  of  East  Norwich,  N.Y.,  joined  MacLellan  and  Mathey  on  the

•  The  consistent  play  of  junior  Jeff  Kaye  from  Avon,  Conn.,  was 
the  highlight  of  the  GOLF  season.  He  led  the  Jumbos  in  five 
matches,  carding  a  season-best  158  over  two  rounds  (79-79)  at  the 
NESCAC  Championship  Tournament  to  tie  for  sixth  overall.  He 
missed  a  spot  on  the  AU-NESCAC  team  by  one  stroke.  The  best  team 
finish  was  third  out  of  13  at  the  Bowdoin  Invitational,  where  Kaye 
was  fourth  overall  with  a  two-round  168. 

•  The  Tufts  co-ed  and  women’s  SAILING  teams  again  made  their 
mark  in  the  waters  around  the  country  this  fall.  By  the  end  of  the  fall 
season,  both  teams  were  firmly  entrenched  among  the  top  five  teams 
in  the  nation.  The  co-ed’s  captured  the  20-team  Hood  Trophy  in 
Medford  and  the  16-team  Schell  Trophy  at  MIT.  The  women  finished 
the  season  strong  by  capturing  the  Atlantic  Coast  Championship  at 
St.  Mary’s  College.  The  freshmen  co-eds  also  won  the  Atlantic  Coast 
Championship.

Senior  captain  Ramsay  Key  of  Marblehead  and  junior  Jon  Baker  of  Carls¬ 
bad,  Calif.,  were  the  top  co-ed  skippers.  Key  won  the  A  Division  at  the  Hood 
Regatta  and  Baker  was  tops  in  the  B  Division  at  the  Schell  Regatta.  Baker 
placed  second  at  the  National  Singlehanded  Championships  at  Western  Mich¬ 
igan.  Junior  captain  Caitlin  MacaJlister  of  Osterville  and  senior  Kerry 
Gendron  of  Cranston,  R.I.,  steered  the  women  to  victory  at  the  Atlantic  Coast 
race.  Macallister’s  boat  had  the  lowest  score  at  the  regatta. 

•  The  MEN’S  SOCCER  team’s  chances  for  a  third  NCAA  Tournament 
berth  in  four  years  came  down  to  their  final  game  of  the  regular  season 
against  Middlebury.  The  winner  would  move  on  to  the  national  tournament, 
and  it  was  the  visiting  Panthers  who  posted  a  decisive  3-0  victory.  The  Jum¬ 
bos  were  selected  as  the  second  seed  in  the  ECAC  New  England  Tournament 
and  routed  Brandeis,  6-1,  in  the  first  round  before  losing  in  the  semifinals  at 
Connecticut  College.  Head  coach  Ralph  Ferrigno’s  team  finished  with  a 
10-5-1  record. 


Sophomore  Matt  Adler  of  Princeton,  N.J.,  was  one  of  the  most  explosive 
players  in  the  country  this  fall,  scoring  14  goals  with  five  assists  for  33  points 
in  12  games.  He  tied  the  team  record  for  points  in  a  season  and  was  named  a 
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Second  Team  All-American.  Senior  Evan  Dabby  of  Tenafly,  N.J.,  who 
vas  part  of  two  NCAA  teams  and  42  wins  in  four  seasons,  was  an 
Ul-New  England  pick  with  five  goals  and  nine  assists.  Senior  Harlan 
(tothman  of  Westfield,  N.J.,  also  finished  a  fabulous  four-year  career 
/nth  the  team. 

•  Like  field  hockey,  the  WOMEN’S  SOCCER  team  was  waiting  on 
in  NCAA  Tournament  berth  that  never  came  and  settled  for  an  op¬ 
portunity  to  defend  their  ECAC  New  England  Championship.  Head 
3oach  Bill  Gehling’s  Jumbos  beat  Springfield  in  the  first  round,  2-0, 
md  was  selected  to  host  ECAC  Championship  Weekend  for  the  sec- 
3nd  straight  year.  Tufts  lost  to  rival  Wellesley,  1-0,  in  the  semifinals 
and  finished  the  fall  with  a  9-5-2  record. 


The  Jumbos  were  one  of  the  stingiest  teams  in  the  region,  allow¬ 
ing  just  11  goals  in  16  games.  Junior  Dana  Delegianis  of  Rockville 
Centre,  N.Y.,  was  a  standout  on  defense,  earning  NESCAC  and  New 
England  First  Team  All-Star  honors.  Junior  Sarah  Stevens  of  Win¬ 
chester,  a  transfer  from  Division  I  Colorado  College,  was  named  All- 
New  England  Third  Team  for  her  work  on  defense.  Sophomore 
Amanda  Nagler  of  Beverly  Hills  led  the  team  with  eight  goals,  the 
most  by  a  Jumbo  since  1986. 

•  The  infusion  of  freshmen  talent  put  the  WOMEN’S  TENNIS 
team  back  on  the  right  track  after  head  coach  Jim  Watson’s  group 
won  only  two  matches  last  fall.  The  Jumbos  were  7-6  this  year 
against  a  schedule  that  includes  three  Division  I  opponents.  They 


placed  sixth  out  of  22  teams  at  the  New  England  Championships. 
Four  of  the  top  six  players  are  expected  to  return  next  season,  and 
Watson  had  more  depth  than  usual  at  his  disposal  this  season. 

Leading  the  team  in  victories  with  nine  apiece  were  senior  Nikki 
Kraslin  of  Worcester  in  #4  Singles  and  freshman  Hedda  Silkoff  of 
Easton,  Conn.,  in  #2  Singles.  Freshman  Jen  Lai  of  Orinda,  Calif., 
and  junior  Missy  Meo  of  North  Smithfield,  R.I.,  advanced  to  the 
semifinals  in  #3  and  #6  Singles,  respectively,  at  the  New  England 
Championships.  Kraslin  and  Meo  played  into  the  final  four  in  #3 
Doubles  at  the  New  Englands. 

•  For  the  first  time  in  six  seasons,  the  VOLLEYBALL  team  failed 
to  win  20  matches  with  a  19-17  record.  However,  head  coach  Kris 
Herman’s  team  did  run  its  post-season  appearance  string  to  three 


straight  and  four  in  the  last  five  years  with  an  ECAC  North  bid.  The 
Jumbos  lost  to  Middlebury  in  the  first  round,  3-2,  after  leading  two 
games  to  none.  That  sums  and  up-and-down  season,  which  included 
the  team’s  second  straight  Bowdoin  Round  Robin  Tournament  title, 
but  also  a  1-2  record  in  the  NESCAC  Tournament  at  home. 

Junior  Angela  Yost  of  West  Linn,  Ore.,  and  sophomore  Dana  Co¬ 
hen  of  Rockville  Centre,  N.Y.,  ranked  among  the  national  leaders  in 
digs  and  blocks,  respectively.  Yost,  a  NESCAC  Second  Team  All-Star, 
averaged  4.85  digs  per  game,  while  Cohen,  a  NESCAC  Honrable  Men 
tion  All-Star,  blocked  1.6  shots  a  game.  Junior  Kara  Valentine  ol 
Stratford,  Conn.,  was  the  team  MVP  with  267  kills  and  445  digs.  Se¬ 
nior  setter  Marni  Rachich  of  Chappaqua,  N.Y.,  leaves  the  team  as 
its  all-time  leader  in  service  aces  (186)  and  assists  (3,051).
